SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled poopface, also known as Photos\To sort\Piss & 
shit\poopface, is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer image file promotes and supports the use of excrement in association 
with degrading and dehumanising conduct and sexual conduct. 

The publication is a computer image file of four colour photographs. The image is 
accessed from a Jaz disk formatted for an AppleMac computer. The title is typed 
across the top of the page. The photographs explicitly present a woman (visible from 
her naked breasts upwards) lying on the ground being defecated onto. The first Iwo 
photographs present a person of unknown gender squatting over the woman and 
defecating onto her face. The next two images focus in close-up on the woman’s 
excrement covered face. The effect of this depiction is to reduce the woman to a 
surface for the collection and display of human excrement. The image is sexualised to 
some extent by the woman’s bare breasts and the bare buttocks of the person 
defecating onto her. 

The publication has been found to promote and support an activity listed in s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. This provision overrides s14 
of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) because it is a deeming 
provision which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights and 
freedoms set out in that section of the NZBR Act.
